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Minor injuries in crash at Olds/Didsbury Airport 



School board gets its own report card

People at the Olds/Didsbury 
Airport were in for a fright when 
they saw a plane had crashed and 
billows of smoke were emerging 
from the scene. 

At about noon on Friday, the 
Didsbury Fire Department and 
the RCMP were called to the 
scene of an accident at the air¬ 
port. Upon arrival they found an 
aircraft had flipped onto it's roof 
in a barley field south of the 
Bergen Road or roughly south¬ 
west of the airport. 

RCMP Sgt. Gaultier reports 
the occupants of the Model PA38 
Tomahawk two-seater aircraft 
were a student and instructor 
practising take-offs and landings 
on the 1800 foot long grass strip. 

During one such practice the 
pilot ran out of runway before 
taking off and drove through a 
barbed wire fence onto Bergen 
Road and into the ditch. 

The smoke alarmed a passing 
trucker from Heck's Trucking 
who alerted the fire department 
of the situation. 

By the time the call came 
through to the RCMP office they 
had already been informed there 
were no major injuries and the 
two occupants had walked out of 
the plane on their own. 

"They were sure shaken up a 
bit," says Gaultier who responded 
to the accident. 

"The plane is totalled. There 
is some salvageable stuff but the 
damage is estimated at $40,000." 

The student has been identi¬ 
fied as Bryan Beal of Carstairs 
and the instructor was Scott 
Phillips of High River. The in¬ 
structor teaches out of the High 
River Flight Centre. 

Terry Krauss, of the hail sup¬ 
pression project stationed at the 
airport, reports by Sunday after¬ 
noon the visibly damaged plane 
had been dismantled and hauled 
away from the airport. 

The Ministry of Transport was 
informed about the accident but 
came to the conclusion it was not 
serious enough to warrant a fur¬ 
ther investigation.

Chinook's Edge released the 
results of an education satisfac¬ 
tion survey and all indications 
apparently point to the fact stu¬ 
dents, parents, administrators 
and teachers feel the division is 
doing a good job adhering to the 
goals and guidelines for improved 
education set down by Alberta 
Education. 

The survey and research was 
commissioned by the board and 
carried out by an independent 
research analyst, Schollie Re¬ 
search and Consulting. 

The one statistic that seemed 
most upsetting to the trustees 
after the presentation of results 
at their meeting last Wednesday 
was the level of satisfaction with 
school councils. Parents of stu¬ 
dents in kindergarten to grade 


12 were asked whether they were 
satisfied, unsatisfied, or unsure 
with the effectiveness of their 
local school council. Only 57% 
replied that they were satisfied. 

"I think that only 57% of par¬ 
ents are happy with their school 
council is quite low. There needs 
to be an effort to increase that 
and find out what is going on 
there," said Didsbury area trus¬ 
tee Deb Cousins. 

Trustee Becky Lewis agreed 
but added, "I think it should be 
taken into consideration that a 
very small number of parents 
actually attend school council 
meetings." She felt that it was 
highly likely that the results were 
low because most parents would 
have answered the question by 
checking 'unsure.' 

Schollie admitted that the re¬ 


sults of that particular question 
could be skewed by a perception 
rather than a reality. Still, most 
trustees felt there was some need 
for concern in that area. 

Alberta Education is currently 
running on a Three-Year Busi¬ 
ness Plan for Education program 
implemented in 1994. The goal 
was to provide continuous im¬ 
provement in education for Al¬ 
berta Students. They outline spe¬ 
cific goals which are: high learn¬ 
ing standards and quality pro¬ 
grams for students, parental sup¬ 
port and involvement, commu¬ 
nity support and services, to im¬ 
prove teaching, an efficient and 
effective education system and 
public accountability. 

In alignment with the provin¬ 
cial measurement of success in 
these areas, each individual 


school board must submit their 
Divisional Three-Year Plan and 
Annual Education Results Re¬ 
port. The Chinook's Edge survey 
was part of what will be submit¬ 
ted to Alberta Education. 

Another statistic of interest, 
the number of Grade 10-12 stu¬ 
dents who are satisfied with the 
quality of education overall was 
63%. 

The surveys were sent out to 
each school and distributed from 
there. Schollie says he used a 
large group of possible respond¬ 
ents because, "The goal of this 
survey was to take a census and 
not a sample," which he felt may 
not be reflective of such a large 
amount of those affected by edu¬ 
cation in the jurisdiction.

Ann-Marie Brown, who 
brought forward a motion to 
have the cheque register for 
each month appear with the 
trustee's information package, 
questioned the whereabouts of 
the information requested.

Denischuk, informed the 
school board that a request to 
have modernization fund 
turned into new development 
money by the Carstairs Fu¬ 
tures Committee has been for¬ 
warded to Alberta Education. 
The Futures Committee wants 
to build a new multi-purpose 
facility in Carstairs. 
Denischuk said, "We've heard 
nothing back at this time." 


Motorists who ignore the 
message that "flashing red 
means stop" and illegally pass 
a school bus that has acti¬ 
vated its flashing red lights 
will be subject to increased 
fines and demerit points. 

"Alberta motorists have to 
remember that when they see 
those flashing red lights on a 
school bus they must stop. 
Our main focus is getting stu¬ 
dents safely to and from school 
and the fact is that the loading 
and unloading of student pas¬ 
sengers is where the greatest 
danger lies," says Walter 
Paszkowski, Minister of Al¬ 
berta Transportation and 
Utilities. "With more than 
200,000 students travelling 
twice a day in about 5,500 
school buses during the school 
year, school bus safety remains 
a chief concern." 

Fines for passing a school 
bus when the bus has its flash¬ 
ing red lights activated will 
increase to $300 from the cur¬ 
rent $150. In addition, drivers 
will now receive six demerit 
points. With this increase, 
which is effective August 1, 


1997, Alberta's penalties will 
be some of the highest in 
Canada. 

"The intent of the increased 
fines and demerit points is to 
reduce the incidence of drivers 
passing school buses. While 
the number of injuries and 
deaths from illegal passing are 
low, the injury or death of a 
child as a result of illegal pass¬ 
ing of a school bus in simply 
unacceptable," says 

Paszkowski. 

The increase in fines and 
demerit points was recom¬ 
mended by the Traffic Safety 
Initiative, a three year, co¬ 
operative effort by a group of 
30 organizers involved with 
traffic safety. In addition to 
the increase in fines and de¬ 
merit points, increased mo¬ 
torist awareness will be pro¬ 
moted so that all Albertans 
know that "flashing red 
means stop." 

"The RCMP 'K' Division 
Traffic Services views this as 
a positive result from the Think 
and Drive stakeholer consulta¬ 
tion process," adds Sgt. Steve 
MacDonald.

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Hail program pioneered in the Didsbury area

Summer is at a close and our 
area has not suffered mqjor dam¬ 
age from hail, thanks to the hail 
suppression team at the Olds/ 
Didsbury airport. 

That same team has been re¬ 
sponsible for the prevention of 
damage to property and crops all 
over southern Alberta. 

But Didsbury needs to remem¬ 
ber that hail suppression grew 


here in the fields of farmers liv¬ 
ing and working here over thirty 
years ago. 

And, before it was included in 
the taxes of the county of Moun¬ 
tain View it was paid for by the 
individual farmers. 

Bill Conner was one of the 
pioneers who brought the idea of 
hail suppression to the people of 
this area. 

Conner, came to Drumheller 


with the knowledge of the tech¬ 
nology of hail suppression. He 
then came to Olds and met with 
a local contingent of farmers, 
they became interested. It was 
1956. 

Didsbury became the focal 
point of the project, as many 
farmers emptied their own pock¬ 
ets to pay for the service that 
would enable them to prevent 
serious damage to their crops 


Cost of stopping the whistle

Have you ever been laying in 
bed at night on the verge of the 
sleep angel taking over when 
your peace is rudely interrupted 
by the obnoxious sound of the 
train whistle? 

As most residents, not only in 
Didsbury, but anywhere along 
the railway tracks would say, it's 
something they've learned to live 
with, albeit grudgingly. 

"People that have lived here for 
a long time tend to just live with 
it. Quite often when someone new 
moves into town we get a com¬ 
plaint," says Wes Yeoman the town 
director of engineering and opera¬ 
tional services. 

Why don't they just ask the 
nice man driving the train to 


please not disturb our quiet little 
town? It's just not that easy, 
explains Yeoman. 

He says every year he fields 
this question from residents over 
and over again. 

"But, there are some serious 
liability issues involved," explains 
Yeoman. The current regulation 
states that whoever orders Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific Railway to have 
their conductors stop blowing the 
whistles is responsible for any 
incident that might occur at the 
crossing. 

The other inhibiting factor 
is what inhibits most things- 
money. 

For there to be any considera¬ 
tion at all from CPR or the Al¬ 
berta Government, each cross¬ 


ing would need short-arm bar¬ 
rier gates with constant warning 
time devices. Per crossing, of 
which Didsbury has four, the 
cost would run into the $200,000 
range. For a grand total of 
$800,000 plus $6020 per annum 
for maintenance. 

Yeoman says that in this 
time of fiscal restraint for all 
levels of government, that cost 
is not feasible in this munici¬ 
pality's budget. 

Other towns have also tried to 
stop the whistle. Olds just north 
of Didsbury has all of the re¬ 
quired equipment in place, in¬ 
cluding the gates. However, it 
has been over a year since the 
process was initiated and the 
whistles still blow. 



TRAINING WHEELS

from hail. 

Farmers knew there was a 
high probability of a hail storm 
when they saw the clouds, yet 
they could do nothing to prevent 
the damage to their crops. "To¬ 
day it is an airborne operation," 
says Conner. "But in those days 
much depended on the farmer." 

After the project was adopted 
a series of forced air furnaces 
were placed in strategic loca¬ 
tions in local fields, and when a 
storm threatened to rain with 
ice, a farmer would go out to his 
field and light the furnaces, which 
contained coke impregnated with 
silver iodide. The heat would 
vaporize the silver iodide and the 
updrafts of the storm would send 
the vapor up into the clouds, 
which would then soften and 
diminish the size of the hail. 

"The onus in those days was 
on the farmer, and they knew 
when a cloud had hail in it and 
they would go out and light the 
furnaces themselves." 

It wasn't until three or four 
years later that airplanes were 
employed to disperse the silver

iodide into the clouds. 

Before the days of high tech 
computers and Doppler radar, 
the hail suppression group relied 
on farmer's instincts as well as a 
trusted meteorologist, Stan 
Sifferman. 

The initial hail suppression 
project lasted for eight years, 
then dropped off for a while, 
until the project was bought by 
the government. 

"The initial project was a learn¬ 
ing process," says Conner. "The 
people of this area in Didsbury 
were pioneers in a process that has 
saved money in this community."

Vision and leadership In Regina could he used as an example

You have to give Saskatch¬ 
ewan’s NDP government credit. 
With a revived provincial economy 
cranking out small surpluses, the 
Romanow government is show¬ 
ing remarkable restraint as pres¬ 
sure mounts from public sector 
interest groups to start blowing 
the wad on more public spending. 
Perhaps the government senses 
that ordinary folks clearly favour 
continued fiscal prudence. 

Towards the end of July, the 
administration announced a no- 
nonsense policy to help the City of 
Regina get back on its feet. The 
Saskatchewan capital is growing 
even more slowly than Winnipeg, 
and had the worst job growth of 
any prairie city during the last 
decade. Traditional critics of the 
NDP will be surprised at what’s in 
the plan. Rather than waste more 
money on make work programs, 
downtown beautification, tri-level 
development agreements, ever 
more consulting reports and other 
shuffle dances, they just got to the 
core of the problem. The NDP 
simply arranged to end Regina’s 
business taxes. 

The Saskatchewan Govern¬ 
ment did it by agreeing to pay its 
fair share of property taxes on 
provincial properties situated 
throughout different municipali¬ 
ties. Regina, the site of 40% of the 
province’s holdings, will benefit 
directly to the tune of $30 million 
once the additional revenues are 
phased in. Regina Mayor Doug 
Archer, a prominent New Demo¬ 
crat, then announced the quid pro 


quo. Regina would eliminate its 
business tax over three years. An 
ecstatic Regina business commu¬ 
nity promised immediately to re¬ 
invest the money saved directly 
back into the city. 

But there was more fallout from 
the NDP’s elegant policy move. 
Without a business tax, Eaton’s 
will save up to $700,000 per year 
on its downtown Regina store, so 
it has reconsidered its decision to 
close the facility. 

The NDP’s plan therefore kills 
two birds with one stone. It pre¬ 
serves an important anchor store 
in the capital’s troubled core, while 
providing a tangible, long-term 
boost to the economy in the form 
of permanent tax elimination. 
Eaton’s will stay, but no one can 
say it received special favours. 

Compare the NDP approach 
with Manitoba’s. 

Here, the province and the city 
rushed to provide a special three- 
year grant to Eaton’s downtown 
Winnipeg store. In the process it 
opened up an enormous can of 
worms. Other downtown stores 
and businesses will now stampede 
forward searching for similar 
payouts. Manitoba thereby gains 
the unfortunate notoriety of be¬ 
ing theonly place in Canada where 
politicians agreed to hand over 
ratepayer money to bail out 
Eaton’8. 

Subsidies and grants will never 
make a thriving downtown. For 
that matter, neither will convert¬ 
ing Portage Avenue downtown 
into a temporary pedestrian mall, 
expanding the library or simply 
shuffling other activities from the 


suburbs to the core. 

A major clue to the solution 
was provided yet again recently 
in the results of a survey con¬ 
ducted by Winnipeg 2000, the 
city’s business promotion 
agency. Managers of businesses 
in Winnipeg and Calgary were 
asked about the elements that 
discourage business in their com¬ 
munities. Looking at variables 
that erne controllable—we can’t 
do much about the weather— 
produces some eye-opening con¬ 
clusions. Over 60% of Winnipeg 
managers cited high taxes as a 
problem, compared to only 10% 
in Calgary. Poor civic govern¬ 
ment was cited by 13%, com¬ 
pared to a miniscule 3% in Cal¬ 
gary. Finally, over three times 
as many managers in Winnipeg 
point to over-regulation as a 
problem. 

Winnipeg could outperform 
Calgary if there was some coher¬ 
ent policy, vision and leadership 
to address the three obvious chal¬ 
lenges identified by the survey. 
These items have been identi¬ 
fied repeatedly before to no avail. 
The ones who can do something 
have done nothing. 

We can learn from the 
Romanow Government to stay 
out of the subsidy and handout 
game and cut taxes across the 
board. But that requires the 
province to bring in a new policy 
framework for Winnipeggovern¬ 
ment that improves performance 
while sharply reducing costs. 

Until that happens other 
places will continue to grow 
faster.

Creation ot 1935voluntary wheat hoard

By 1935, Prime Minister R.B. 
Bennett and his friend John 
MacFarland had used the bank¬ 
rupt Central Selling Agency 
(CSA) of the three prairie pools 
to buy up the majority of visible 
wheat stocks in the country. Ot¬ 
tawa had inherited the CSA in 
the fall of 1930, when the Pools 
had reached the point of finan¬ 
cial ruin. 

It had been anticipated that 
once Bennett s former colleague, 
John MacFarland, was head of 
the CSA, he'd slowly liquidate 
CSA wheat stocks. 

What actually happened was 
that MacFarland, with financial 
backing from the federal treas¬ 
ury through the Prime Minister, 
started to buy wheat in an at¬ 
tempt to artificially drive up the 
price. He inherited 76 million 
bushels of Pool wheat. Further 
purchases would eventually 
bring CSA holdings to roughly 
230 million. 

In the early 1930s, Bennett 
was urging other nations to con¬ 
sider the wheat problem. As a re¬ 
sult, in 1933 he ended up chair¬ 
ing a conference on the issue. It 
resulted in an International 
Wheat Agreement (IWA). This 
arrangement was supposed to set 
quotas for exports. Twenty-two 
countries signed. The three prai¬ 
rie Premiers supported the IWA. 
The Winnipeg Grain Exchange, 
however, came out on the other 
side. The agreement never 
worked, as Argentina harvested 
a huge crop and decided to dis¬ 
regard the IWA. But it was the 
position taken by the Grain Ex¬ 
change, and the fact it issued a 
statement which completely 
overlooked the efforts and effect 
of MacFarland and Bennett's 
support program, that pushed 
the Conservative government 
closer to creating a government 
wheat board. 

MacFarland wrote to the 
Prime Minister expressing his 
anger at the Exchange and his 
disgust over the statement they 
had issued on the matter. The 
Prime Minister was furious. He 
said to MacFarland: 

"It is incredible that men 
should pass such a resolution. If 
they are unwilling to be of any 
assistance at this time, I think it 
is quite clear that we will have 
to create a wheat board and close 
the Grain Exchange. If their idea 
of running smoothly is to have 
the government support the 
grain business to the extent we 


are now doing, then all I can say 
is that, so far as I am able to con¬ 
trol it, it will not run smoothly 
any longer than I can help.” 

Truthfully speaking, Bennett 
was in somewhat of a precarious 
position as a result of the activi¬ 
ties of MacFarland and the CSA. 
The federal government was 
holding over 200 million bushels 
of unsold wheat and futures, and 
many of the precise details of the 
extensive use of federal credit 
had never been made public. 
With a quickly approaching fed¬ 
eral election, some MPs were 
anxious about the situation. 

Early in 1935, Bennett called 
for a mandatory federal grain 
board. The fight on the pro¬ 
board side was led by Bennett 
and supported by the three prai¬ 
rie pools. The Opposition Liber¬ 
als, with the backing of most of 
the non-pool grain sector, were 
opposed. The debate was hot and 
heavy, but in the end, on July 
5th, 1935, the CWB was created 
as a voluntary instrument of the 
government of Canada. One im¬ 
portant feature of the Act was 
that it facilitated the transfer of 
all CSA wheat to the new CWB. 
When the federal election was 
held a couple of months later, 
Bennett was soundly defeated, 
losing 99 of 138 seats. 

Over the next eight years 
there was a sort of dual market¬ 
ing system with the government 
sometimes using the CWB as a 
mechanism to set floor prices. 
Some years the CWB never 
bought any grain, other years it 
did on a quota system. 

This changed dramatically in 
the fall of'43, when Ottawa took 
complete control of the prairie 
wheat industry by creating the 
monopoly of the Canadian 
Wheat Board. It's purpose was to 
hold down wheat prices in order 
to provide cheap bread for Cana¬ 
dians, and to ensure the federal 
government was able to meet 
wartime obligations to Britain 
and her allies. 

After the War, Ottawa signed 
a four year agreement whereby 
it would supply Britain with 600 
million bushels of wheat at bar¬ 
gain prices. At times, prairie 
wheat was sold for half its mar¬ 
ket value. The only way Ottawa 
could supply wheat at those 
prices was to keep the Wheat 
Board monopoly in place, 
thereby forcing farmers to de¬ 
liver at less than market value. 

This they did. It's been there 
ever since.

Dear Editor, 

The following is an address 
to the court I will make at my 
trial for exporting grain with¬ 
out a Wheat Board licence Au¬ 
gust 20 in Winnipeg. 

Your Honor, 

The facts of this case are 
obvious and I will not challenge 
them. To do so would be a waste 
of this court's time and mine. 
These charges are the result of 
my deliberate act of civil diso¬ 
bedience, which I and others 
carried out for the express pur¬ 
pose of bringing an end to what 
I know is an unjust system, 
that is the Canadian Wheat 
Board's (CWB) coercive buying 
monopoly, here in western 
Canada. 

It seems to me upon study¬ 
ing the Customs Act that the 
prosecution may well be cor¬ 
rect in it's assertion that au¬ 
thorities have the power to seize 
trucks and jail those who ex¬ 
port wheat and barley. And, 
even if there were some loop¬ 
hole in the law that would en¬ 
able the court to find me not 
guilty for some technical rea¬ 
son, the intent of the legisla¬ 
tion is clear, and any loophole 
could be closed by order in coun¬ 
cil if that were deemed politi¬ 
cally expedient. 

I am not denying that the 
legislation exists. What I want 
to do is get at the meat of this 
issue and challenge the consti¬ 
tutional validity of the CWB 
Act itself, an act that violates 
the right to property inherent 
in the Common law which forms 
the fabric of our free society. 

I am asking this court to up¬ 
hold my right to ownership of 
the fruits of my labor and my 
right to dispose of that prop¬ 
erty freely - to whomever I 
choose to trade with - a right 
taken for granted by Canadi¬ 
ans, a right enjoyed by virtu¬ 
ally every other Canadian save 
those of us who produce wheat 
and barley in western Canada. 

Is it not this court's duty to 
protect the rights of the indi¬ 
vidual from oppressive legisla¬ 
tion? Is it not this court's duty 
to protect my right to own and 


sell my grain, and not have it 
expropriated by the Federal 
government? After all, the grain 
in question would not even ex¬ 
ist without my effort - that is 
why I have the right to own it. 

It would be grave indeed if 
the Wheat Board monopoly 
were to survive a constitutional 
test. I think that Canadians 
would be abhorred to learn that 
there is no real protection in 
Canada for property rights. The 
wider implications of this are 
immense, for is anyone who 
does not have the legal right to 
ownership of the fruits of his 
labor not just a slave? 

As I see it, the courts of this 
land have been waiting for Par¬ 
liament to change the Wheat 
Board Act, as are most western 
Canadian farmers. But our cur¬ 
rent government has been con¬ 
tent to delay changing the leg¬ 
islation, hoping that the prob¬ 
lem will go away if they can 
intimidate farmers into submis¬ 
sion. Or, hoping that the courts 
will rule against the monopoly 
so that the political "powers 
that be" can blame the courts 
for the demise of the politically 
sensitive Wheat Board. 

Your Honor, for many years 
I have been using more genteel 
methods to fight this coercive 
state entity. I am convinced that 
its operations have been eco¬ 
nomically detrimental and de¬ 
meaning to western Canadians. 
It uses secrecy, intimidation 
and brute force against inno¬ 
cent men and women to protect 
itself. In fact, there are few 
voices left in Western Canada 
who will still defend it. 

I know that there are some 
who would argue that my meth¬ 
ods for bringing this issue to 
court are wrong, that they 
smack of anarchy. However, I 
will assure this court that I 
have a very high regard for law 
and order and respect the court. 
I do not subscribe to any "mob 
mentality", and I understood 
fully the implications if there 
was a breakdown in the system 
of justice that is such an essen¬ 
tial part of the foundation of 
our society.

However, without the right 
to own and sell property, there 
is no freedom - the very essence 
and basis of freedom is the 
rights of the individual as op¬ 
posed to the so-called rights of 
the collective. Property rights 
are inherent in our system of 
justice, and their protection is 
essential to maintaining the 
freedom that we ought to hold 
so dear. Surely, any legislation 
that allows a state agency like 
the Wheat Board to seize an 
individuals property without 
due process of law erodes the 
foundation of our society and 
our freedom. 

I respectfully submit, your 
Honor, that by breaking this 
unjust law, I am serving to pro¬ 
tect the property rights for all 
Canadians that are inherent in 
the common law on which our 
freedom depends. Martin 
Luther King Jr. said that: 

"One who breaks an unjust 
law must do so openly, lovingly 
and with willingness to accept 
the penalty. I submit that an 
individual that breaks a law his 
conscience tells him is unjust, 
and who willingly accepts the 
penalty of imprisonment in or¬ 
der to arouse the conscience of 
the community over its injus¬ 
tice, is in reality expressing the 
highest respect for law." 

Your Honor, in searching out 
the best markets for my grain, 


I have acted as any responsible 
citizen would. And in doing so, 
I and others have demonstrated 
that when this coercive legisla¬ 
tion is followed to it's logical 
conclusion, the result is that 
responsible, productive and in¬ 
nocent citizens will be jailed. 

The feeling of solemn dig¬ 
nity that came from selling my 


wheat in a free market, outside 
of the confines of the Wheat 
Board monopoly was euphoric 
and easily worth the five days I 
spent in jail as a result. I am no 
longer intimidated by jail or 
fines. In fact, I would rather be 
jailed than work to grow grain 
that I know is not mine.

Families should talk about 
back to school safety 


Alberta families can add an¬ 
other important item to their back 
to school “to do” list—taking the 
time to walk through the route 
their kids will take to and from 
school. 

Walk the Talk about Back to 
School Safety is a program de¬ 
signed to alert parents, children 
and educators about the dangers 
kids face on their route to school. 

“Every parent knows that 
walking the route their children 
take to school is a good idea,” 
said Walter Paszkowski, Minister 
of Transportation and Utilities. 
“We want to create a program to 
show parents and kids what they 
should be looking for along the 
route.” 

Walk the Talk encourages 
parents and kids to walk the 
route together and to take note of 
such things as high traffic areas, 
crosswalks, and busy intersec¬ 
tions. It also provides practical 
tips and guidelines, including in¬ 
formation on crossing the street 
safely using the Point, Pause and 
Proceed method. 

Paszkowski noted that families 


are encouraged to walk the 
route to school before the first 
day of school, so that both par¬ 
ents and kids have time to map 
out a plan they feel comfortable 
with. “This way, if parents are 
concerned that a certain street or 
intersection has too much traffic, 
they have time to look at alter¬ 
native routes their children can 
take to school,” said Paszkowski. 

As part of the Walk the Talk 
program, Alberta Transporta¬ 
tion and Utilities, together with 
CFRN in Edmonton and CFCN 
in Calgary, is giving families 
who Walk the Talk a chance to 
win tickets to see Sesame Street 
Live. Families who have taken 
the time to walk their back to 
school route simply send their 
name and phone number to 
CFRN or CFCN for a chance to 
win. 

It is a promotion that Sesame 
Street Live’s Burt Lyman sees 
as a natural fit. “Sesame Street 
Live dedicates themselves to 
helping kids learn, including 
helping them learn about safety 
and we’re always looking for 


ways to give back to the commu¬ 
nity. So it just seemed right 
that we would be involved in 
helping Alberta families Walk 
the Talk.” 

The Walk the Talk program 
officially kicked off at 10:30 a.m 
. on August 19 at the Alberta 
Legislature, when Paszkowski, 
together with Grover of Sesame 
Street fame, led a group of kids 
and parents on a demonstration 
of what is involved in walking 
the talk.

Back-To-School - are you ready ? Some are cheering, some are moan¬ 
ing ....but have you got those super- quick dinner ideas lined up, along 
with jazzy packed-lunch marvels, and, of course, brilliant breakfast con¬ 
coctions to start the day off right and keep it going!??? 

If you do, you’ll manage to survive this inevitable time of the year, no 
matter which side of the cheering section you’re on. To help you out, I’m planning to put those 
sorts of recipe ideas in this column for the month of September. To start, here’s a supper to get 
you through that first day. 

Ham and Mushroom Fettuccine 

4 Tbsp. margarine, low-fat 1/2 c. milk, 1% 

2 c. fresh mushroom, sliced 1/2 c. mozzarella cheese, grated 

2 c. cooked ham, cut into strips 3/4 c. margarine, low-fat 

1/2 c. onion, finely chopped 4 Tbsp. Parmesan cheese 

l/2c. celery, chopped 4 Tbsp. parsley, chopped 

4 egg yolks 2 c. fettuccine noodles 

1. Melt margarine in large skillet and sautee mushrooms, ham and onions for 5 min. 
until slightly tender and ham is golden brown. Set aside and keep warm. 

2. Cook noodles until soft, but still chewy. 

3. Beat egg yolks in top of double boiler, add mozzarella cheese, then gradually add 
margarine, blending well. 

4. Place egg mixture over hot, but not boiling water and stir constantly over low heat 
until margarine starts to melt. ( Overcooking will cause curdling.) 

5. Take pan off heat and whisk mixture until sauce begins to thicken. 

6. Drain noodles and place in serving bowl, then pour egg mixture over the noodles. 

7. Spoon ham mixture over top, along with Parmesan and parsley. Toss gently to mix all 
ingredients. 

Serves 4 - 6 with cucumber slices and biscuits 

Changes: Other noodles to try are rotini, rigatoni and penne; chicken could be used in 
place of the ham. 


TIP of the week: Use this recipe after you’ve had a ham for Sunday dinner and if there is any of the 
pasta dish left over, use it for soup! Efficient use of food and your time!

There is a lot that can be said 
about Amy Wilson. Amy was a 
registered nurse, trained at the 
Calgary General Hospital in the 
early part of this century. She 
was an exceptional nurse and 
travelled throughout Alberta, 
the Yukon and B.C. She saved 
many lives, made peoples' hard¬ 
ships more bearable and soothed 
souls with her warmth and mu¬ 
sic. 

" The music she provided was 
from her small and simple or¬ 
gan which now resides at the 
Didsbury Museum. Amy spent 
a great deal of time visiting, heal¬ 
ing and playing music for the 
native peoples of our surround¬ 
ing area. 

During a serious Diptheria 
epidemic, Amy was the first per¬ 
son on the scene. Details of this 
epidemic are far more dramatic 
then fiction. Amy was relent¬ 
less though and in 1949 for her 
heroic efforts in combating the 
epidemic she received a special 
award from the government for 
distinguished service and a to¬ 
bacco tin full of tea from the 
Indian Chief who said to her 
"Good-Bye Good Woman."

So the song goes. Politics are 
tearing Canada apart, and you are 
raising your family in an insecure 
province that may one day, a day 
that may be fast approaching, suc¬ 
ceed in becoming autonomous. 

You are secure, but is the fu¬ 
ture of your children secure? What 
do you do? 

Faced with these questions the 
St. Jacques of Montreal uprooted 
from their friends and family and 
moved west, along with their two 
daughters, Katie, 8 and Jessica, 

13, to peaceful southern Alberta. 

"My husband was transferred," 
says Natalie St. Jacques. "But we 
didn’t have to leave, we could have 
stayed." 

But instead they chose to join the mass exodus that is leaving la belle 
provence and heading west to secure futures for their children. 

But why Didsbury, you ask? Why would one leave the cosmopolitan life 
of Montreal for the quiet farming community of here? 

"We initially moved into Calgary," says St. Jacques. "But we didn't like it 
there, it was too noisy." 

St. Jacques apologizes thinking that some will believe her mad when she 
says lookingat a map Didsbury popped out at her and she knew that is where 
her family should move. 

"We were from a quiet suburb of Montreal and when we drove into 
Didsbury we fell in love with it." 

The St. Jacques have bought a house since their move at the beginning 
of August, and are prepared to commit to the community. 

"This is it," says St. Jacques. "This is our final move, we have found a 
home." 




Pioneering Spirit 

A change of pace is good. A change of location can add new freshness to a 
family. How about a change of country? 

Well the Richmond family of Didsbury did just that last March when they 
moved into southern Alberta after living in Scotland. 

Niall Richmond, who works as a heavy duty mechanic in Sundre, says the 
big move was not something that came easy to his family of five, but 
something they felt was necessary all the same. 

"It took a long time to decide to leave, about six months." 

Loma Richmond, who works with a local child doing Pattern Therapy, 
says the hardest thing for the family to adjust to was the language. 

Niall laughs saying people here don't realize Albertan's speak with an 
accent. 

Loma says she likes it here in Didsbury because people are friendly and 
helpful, and there is much less traffic. 

"We were happy to come here to Didsbury," says Lorna. "After having 
stayed in Red Deer for a bit we decided a smaller town would be better." 

The Richmond's are from a small farming community near the Scottish/ 
English border called Eastriggs. 

So Didsbury was not such a big change for the family, though they are 
learning new things about life in southern Alberta. 

Their three kids, Iein, who is entering Grade 10; Grant, who is going into 
Grade 7; and Catrione, who is going into Grade 5, are learning about rodeos 
and wranglers. 

Niall says even the cold Alberta winters do not daunt the family. 

"On the night in March we arrived in Alberta it was -26°C, it was cold, 
and the snow was different than in Scotland, it was dry, the kids kept 
trying to make snowballs out of it, but it wouldn’t work." 

Lorna admits their relatives thought they were half off to move to 
another continent, but now they all want to come visit.

This week by the grace of God 
we will once again observe Labor 
Day. It is a day to 
honor working 
people all over our 
country. The first 
Labor Day celebra- 
tion took place 
over one hundred 
years ago. In those 
one hundred years 
since the nature of I 
Labor Day has 
changed quite dra- 
matically. The 
technological age 
has produced 
many labor saving 
devices. Perhaps even greater 
than such changes has been the 
change of value and our attitudes 
toward labor. 

Not too long ago a magazine 
article noted that a significant 
part of our population believes 
that work is a necessary evil 
which we put up with so that we 
can enjoy our recreation time. It 
noted that we find little satisfac¬ 
tion and value in the work we do. 

As you comb through the pages 
of Holy Scripture though you get 
a different perspective. It is true 
that God wants us to rest. He 
wants us to relax and enjoy life, 
but that doesn't mean that we 
are to see work as drudgery or 
evil.

Failing fast into new prosperity with new location

You know the saying look 
before you leap. Well, most peo¬ 
ple just jump at the chance to do 
exactly that at the new Cana¬ 
dian Skydive Centre. 

It is a little known fact that 
the centre formerly located at 
the Olds/Didsbury airport has 
relocated just a couple of miles 
out the south side of town. After 
some legalities that arose after 
being at the airport, Randy 
Fewchuk, centre manager says 
the new location and fresh start 
have been great for business. 

According to Fewchuk, 
"We've probably been the busi¬ 
est skydive centre from Winni¬ 
peg to Victoria Island this year." 
He estimates he is taking 50 to 
120 people through his training 
school every weekend. 

The federally declared pri¬ 
vate airport is actually the home 
to two different skydive compa¬ 
nies, with Canadian Skydive 
being the larger of the two. 

Before permanently relocat¬ 
ing 3.5 kilometres southeast of 
town anyone who wanted to 
dive with his company had to go 
to Airdrie to board a plane and 
then fly to the drop zone outside 
of Didsbury. 

Now having his own runway 
is beneficial. 

The new hub of activity also 
includes a 5000-square-foot 
building which houses the 
skydive school, the offices, the 
concession and the debriefing 
rooms. 

Fewchuk says airplane buffs 
will appreciate the two planes 
being flown into the sky each 
day with psyched up beginner 
jumpers. He now operates two 


Super 182 planes with 206 en¬ 
gines. 

A whole new prosperity has 
come upon Canadian Skydive 
Centre, it's employees and the 
boost in economy of Didsbury 
by bringing in new people to the 
area. 

"I'm glad to see that the towns 
of Olds and Didsbury now sup¬ 
port us as the revenue genera¬ 
tors that we always said we 
were," says Fewchuk adding he 
may even seek out the town and 
county for grants to extend the 
current runway. 

He says he attempts to pro¬ 
mote the local businesses by 
buying his fuel in Didsbury and 
hiring some local people. He 
also says people who skydive 
also come into to town and use 
the hotels, restaurants and shop¬ 
ping facilities. 

Fewchuk says he came to 
Didsbury in the first place be¬ 
cause of, "the open blue skies 
and the friendly neighbors." 

So what you think, do you 
want to take the plunge? 
Fewchuk says he is prepared for 
any level of jumper, having dived 
through the clouds 1168 times 
himself. 

With six hours of instruction 
time, two hours of practical 
training anyone can jump the 
same day they first walk onto 
the premises and most do, some¬ 
times more than once. 

The chicken-out factor is sur¬ 
prisingly low at the centre. 

"It is very rare. Usually by 
the time they take the course 
and get into the plane they are 
fairly committed," he says. Be¬ 
sides he adds after taking the 
course most people have a high

sense of confidence. 

"The definition of 'fear' is 
the evidence that appears 
real... It is fear of the un¬ 
known," Fewchuk says philo¬ 
sophically. 

Many return jumpers who 
buy "jump packages" will tell 
anyone ready to leap out of the 
plane the same thing. Besides, 
says Fewchuk, the safety 
record nationally for skydivers 
is good and his is even better. 

"Our safety record is 12 to 
13 times better than the na¬ 
tional average," he boasts. 

The Canadian Skydive cen¬ 
tre usually runs (depending 
on the weather) from April or 
May to the end of October. 


Spotty showers delayed harvest activity in many parts of Al¬ 
berta over the last week with amounts ranging up to 1.5 inches. 
Approximately 80% of the hard red spring wheat, 78% of the bar¬ 
ley and 84% of the canola on average are now ripe or ripening 
which is ahead of last year. 

Alberta Pool reporting staff estimate 3% of this year's crop has 
been combined. The ten-year average for combining at this date is 
1%. As usual, harvest is furthest along in the southeast part of the 
province. In Crop District (CD) #1 (Medicine Hat - Foremost) 13.5% 
of the crop is estimated to have been combined. Other districts 
such as CD #18 (B.C. - Peace) will not see harvest activity for at 
least another two weeks or longer depending on weather. Harvest 
progress by crop is shown below.

Grade estimates of this years' crop will commence in the next report as harvest becomes more 
general through out many crop districts. 

Five locations, three of them in the Peace crop districts and two in northern regions, reported 
extremely cool conditions bordering on frost but no damage reported this past week. Eight 
stations reported damage from high temperatures. Six stations reported damage from lack of 
rainfall and eight stations reported damage from moisture causing bleaching in hard red spring 
wheat and some staining of barley crops._ 



Farmers really do 
think differently 


A University of Guelph study 
concludes farmers think differ¬ 
ently than other business man¬ 
agers. 

"That's not bad at all," con¬ 
cludes Wayne Howard, assist¬ 
ant professor of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agricultural Econom¬ 
ics and Business. 

The Canadian Farm Busi¬ 
ness Management Council re¬ 
quested the department look at 
management differences be¬ 
tween highly successful farm¬ 
ers and those not so successful. 
"One of the factors we looked at 
was how people think," says 
Howard. 

It could be said farmers are 
careful managers when assess¬ 
ing the following observations 
contained in the study: Farm¬ 
ers are rather negative to new 
ideas. They're going to ask 
tough, probing questions. 
They're going to seem rather 
sarcastic. When they are pre¬ 
sented with a new idea, new 


technology or a new product, 
they're going to have a very nega¬ 
tive point of view. They may be 
very happy with the product and 
may turn around and buy it. 

"I would think a lot of people 
who have worked with farmers 
for years are already aware of 
these characteristics," says 
Howard. "I'd strongly advise 
those new to agribusiness or 
going out to work with farmers 
for the first time to take any 
negative reaction with a grain of 
salt." 

It was found those who ask 
the tough, probing questions 
are those with a high debt to 
equity ratio. Howard believes 
there are two ways to interpret 
this behavior. Possibly the 
farmer can't afford to make a 
mistake and therefore consid¬ 
ers all the negative aspects, or, 
maybe these people have the 
ability to manage a high level of 
debt and use that leverage to 
make more money.

College forges new territory 
in farming technology 


For the first time anywhere 
in western Canada, farmers will 
be able to learn how to increase 
crop yields while realizing a 
greater return on their invest¬ 
ment thanks to the Precision 
Farming Courses Olds College 
will be offering this winter. 

Using GPS (Global Position¬ 
ing Systems) and GIS (Geo¬ 
graphic Information Systems) 
computerized technology 
mounted on equipment in the 
field, the producer is now able to 
receive valuable information 
about the productivity of each 
hectare of crop. From there, one 
is able to immediately deter¬ 
mine areas with higher and 
lower yield potentials. This in¬ 
formation is particularly useful 
during seeding season. Preci¬ 
sion farming technology will 
enable the producers to know 
precisely where potential trou¬ 
ble spots lie and be able to man¬ 
age inputs accordingly. 

"Now for the first time, farm¬ 
ers can fertilize only those spe¬ 
cific areas of their field that 
require special attention. The 
days of simply blanketing your 
field with the same application 
of chemical are long gone. In¬ 
stead we are beginning to see 
more environmentally respon¬ 
sible methods of managing your 
crops," says Olds College Dean, 
Agricultural Technology and 
College Accessing, Doug Pearce. 

Pearce realizes the enormous 
potential that lies untapped in 
the Precision Farming indus¬ 


try. "Olds College will be on the 
leading edge of agricultural 
training by offering information 
on precision farming. This will 
impact everyone associated with 
the industry; from producers, to 
chemical applicators, crop advi¬ 
sors, farm machinery sales and 
service technicians, agricultural 
lenders, land resource manage¬ 
ment specialists and industry 
personnel associated with the 
preparation and distribution of 
yield maps." 

Olds College proposes to de¬ 
velop 12 speciality courses in 
close association with the feed¬ 
back generated through the 
needs assessment conducted this 
spring. "All curriculum and ma¬ 
terials will be presented in a 
digital format - either by means 
of CD Rom or the internet," 
Pearce explains adding that 
Olds College anticipates deliv¬ 
ering precision farming courses 
to approximately 5,000 students 
over the next five years. "The 
curriculum will be reviewed and 
updated with industry as new 
technology emerges." 

Olds College has hired the 
expertise of Greg Reinhardt as 
Project Manager for the Preci¬ 
sion Farming Project. 
Reinhardt has an Agricultural 
Engineering Degree coupled 
with extensive farming experi¬ 
ence. Additionally he has been 
involved with the design and 
manufacturing of agricultural 
machinery. Most recently 
Reinhardt worked for NovAtel 


GPS as the Manager, Agricul¬ 
tural Products, involved di¬ 
rectly with Precision Farm¬ 
ing. "He will be directly in¬ 
volved with the development 
and delivery of a variety of 
modules related to the project. 
He will also work closely with 
Jim Lore of the Olds College 
Foundation soliciting partner¬ 
ships and contributions which 
will aid in the success of the 
project." 

Base funding for the project 
has been provided by the Ca¬ 
nadian Adaptation Rural De¬ 
velopment Fund (CARDF), 
which is a program of the Al¬ 
berta Research Council. 

To help fund the curricu¬ 
lum development and delivery 
process. Olds College has also 
formed a close alliance with 
several industry partners key 
to the success of this project. 
Among them are the Ag-Chem 
Equipment Company Incorpo¬ 
rated, Royal Bank, Norwest 
Labs, and Kirkwood Commu¬ 
nity College in Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa. "Our goal is to continue 
to solicit even more partner¬ 
ships to ensure sustainability 
of this Project beyond CARDF 
funding," says Pearce.

The Canadian Grain Com¬ 
mission (CGC) advises oat 
producers and marketers that 
the new tolerance for 
glyphosate residue on oats 
exported to the United States 
is 20 parts per million (ppm).

tolerance earlier this year. 

As the tolerance for 
glyphosate residue on oats is 
10 ppm in Canada, produc¬ 
ers should not have prob¬ 
lems exporting the oats to 
the United States.

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Battling fusarium head blight

Fusarium head blight (FHB), 
also known as scab or tomb¬ 
stone, has been increasing in 
many cereal producing areas. 
This disease has the potential 
to cause significant losses to 
producers. 

The first severe epidemic of 
FHB in Western Canada oc¬ 
curred in Manitoba in 1993, 
and since caused major losses 
in that province. There are re¬ 
ports of its occurrence in Al¬ 
berta, mostly at levels not high 
enough to cause significant dam¬ 
age, but suggesting that there 
is the potential for this disease 
to become a problem in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Fusarium damaged kernels 
reduce yield and quality in 
wheat. They also can be harm¬ 
ful to humans and other ani¬ 
mals because of mycotoxins. 
Due to food safety concern, tol¬ 
erance levels in the top grades 
are very low. A level of Fusarium 
damaged kernels of .25% by 
weight from CWRS and .5% for 
CWAD will cause a drop from 
#1 to #2. 

FHB developed as water 


soaked brownish spots on 
glumes, with a salmon pink fun¬ 
gal growth often present along 
the edge of the glumes or at the 
base of the spikelet. Premature 
death or bleaching of cereal 
spikelets is also a common 
symptom. This is a particularly 
striking on immature heads 
where one or more spikelets or 
the entire head may be affected. 
Kernals are smaller, shrivelled 
and bleached in appearance, and 
accompanied by a white to light 
pink mould. 

The development of FHB is 
associated with high rainfall and 
warm weather during flower¬ 
ing. (This year should not be a 
problem.) 

Unfortunately, none of the 
currently registered wheat va¬ 
rieties are resistant to FHB. 
Breeding for resistance to the 
disease has been a priority in 
many breeding programs in 
Canada, but has proved to be 
very difficult. 

There are no fungicides reg¬ 
istered in Canada for control of 
FHB. Evaluation of fungicides 
has been inconclusive and there 
seems to be no potential chemi¬ 


cal control methods for FHB 
that are effective, practical, safe 
or economical. Until new varie¬ 
ties with genetic resistance to 
FHB become available, manage¬ 
ment of this disease in areas 
where it has been detected must 
rely on the use of less suscepti¬ 
ble varieties and on cultural 
practices. 

HRSW varieties are gener¬ 
ally less susceptible than durum 
wheats. Among HRSW varie¬ 
ties, AC Barrie, AC Cora, 
Katepwa and AC Majestic ap¬ 
pear to have less damage than 
the rest. In CPS varieties, Gen¬ 
esis is least susceptible. 

Management practices can 
help control FHB. Under aver¬ 
age weather conditions, a rota¬ 
tion with non-cereal crop for a 
least one year would help to 
reduce the inoculum level so 
these fungi. However, under 
high disease pressure, FHB 
could develop to high levels re¬ 
gardless of the variety or crop 
rotation. 

If FHB is present at harvest, 
adjusting air velocities and com¬ 
bine openings can reduce 
kernals out the back of the com- 


Chemical concerns on the farm

A few days ago I received 
Safe Handling of 
Agrochemicals: A module for 
farm families from the Centre 
for Agricultural Medicine at 
the University of Saskatch¬ 
ewan at Saskatoon. This little 
16 page booklet is filled with 
useful tips for safe farm chemi¬ 
cal handling from asthma and 
exposure to insecticides and 
daily laundering instructions 
to poison control centres. 

Modern technology has 
made chemical compounds a 
part of everyday life at home 
and on the farm. We use "chemi¬ 
cals" and rarely think about 
them or the information and 
safety precautions on the la¬ 
bels. Products such as oven 
cleaners, lawn and garden 
products as well as 
agrochemicals like fuels, fer¬ 
tilizers and pesticides are all 
chemicals. When was the last 


time you read a chemical prod¬ 
uct label and followed its in¬ 
structions to reduce the risk 
of damaging your health or 
health of your family. What 
equipment should you wear in 
order to reduce the risk and 
protect your eyes, your lungs 
and your skin? 

The risk of using any sub¬ 
stance is a combination of the 
degree of exposure and the tox¬ 
icity of the chemical. Risk = 
Toxicity x Exposure. Risk is 
the potential of negative health 
effects from using a substance. 
Toxicity is the degree to which 
a substance is harmful or poi¬ 
sonous. Exposure is the length 
of time exposed to a substance 
and how it is absorbed into 
the body. 

Home and garden chemicals 
usually come in a ready to use 
format and don't require mix¬ 
ing. Agrochemicals often come 
in a concentrated powder or 
liquid and must be diluted with 
water for field use. Most acci¬ 



dents occur when the operator 
is mixing or loading pesticides. 
Agrochemicals are designed for 
field use and should not be used 
in the yard or garden.

It was a dry July in Alberta 


After a wet June in most of 
Alberta, July turned out to be 
much drier. 

"Good soil moisture re¬ 
serves, combined with near 
average temperatures and heat 
units in July provided good 
growing conditions for most 
crops," says Peter Dzikowski, 
agri-weather resource special¬ 
ist with Alberta Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Development. 
"Satellite imagery confirmed 
that crop and pasture condi¬ 
tions throughout Alberta were 
generally much better than 
normal, however additional 
precipitation is needed." 

The overall provincial av¬ 
erage rainfall was 31% below 
normal and the provincial av¬ 
erage temperature was very 
near normal for July in Al¬ 
berta. 


The provincial average July 
precipitation of 48.0 mm was 
21.9 mm below the 1961 to 1990 
July average of 69.9 mm. July is 
usually the wettest month of 
the year. 

The Southern region was the 
driest, reporting an average of 
10.8 mm, only 25% of the nor¬ 
mal monthly precipitation of 43.6 
mm. The central, northeast and 
northwest regions were also 
dry, reporting about half to two 
thirds of normal July precipita-' 
tion. The Peace region was ex¬ 
ceptionally wet, reporting well 
above normal precipitation with 
amounts of 70 to 180 mm or 128 
to 296% of normal precipita¬ 
tion. 

Amounts of two to 180 mm, 
or three to 296% of normal were 
reported in Alberta. High Level 
recorded 180.4 mm of precipita¬ 


tion the greatest precipitation 
departure which was at 296% of 
normal. 

The provincial average tem¬ 
perature was 0.1 degrees above 
the 1961 to 1990 average of 
16.7°C. Temperatures were be¬ 
low normal in the south, near 
normal in the central region 
and above normal in the north¬ 
east, northwest and Peace re¬ 
gions. Milk River reported the 
greatest temperature departure, 
2.3 degrees below the monthly 
average of 18.9 degrees for July. 
Alberta locations reported 
monthly average temperatures 
ranging from 1.3 degrees above 
normal to 2.3 degrees below nor¬ 
mal. 

These averages are based on 
data recorded at Environment 
Canada climate stations across 
the province.
